Chicago, Dec. IO. — "Without traf­ 
ficking or dickering with the old p a r­ 
ties. fight to have our platform prin­ 
ciples embodied in the laws of rill- 
nois.” was the appeal Colonel Roose­ 
velt made to the newly-elected Pro­ 
gressive m em bers of the Illinois leg 
lslature, to whom 
he 
delivered his 
first speec h a t the Progressive con­ 
ference'. 


Besides pleading with the Progres­ 
sives to stand alone in their fight, the 
former president criticised the New 
York court of appeals, designating its 
Position on the “ bakeshop oases" as 
"preposterous." 
He 
also 
criticised 
the Republican organization and said 
it was “of such a character th a t no 
honest man can be in it." 
"I am very glad to have the chance 
to con e out here and say again that 
we are in the fight to the end and 
that it is folly for the Republicans to 
waste time in thinking of any attem p t 
to lure us back into the organization 
that they have m ade of such a char­ 
acter that no honest man can be in 
ft,” Colonel Roosevelt said. 
“If the people w ant certain laws, no 
official, governor, legislature or court 
shall have the power to prevent them. 
If any of our legislation is declared 
unconstitutional, 
we, 
the 
people, 
should Ijave the power to declare it 
constitutional. 
We shall not perm it 
anything else.” 
Miss Addams will present to the 
conference a report of a subcom m it­ 
tee on a tentative scheme of financing 
an organization for the Progressive 
cause.

W ashington, Dec. IO.-—The nearest 
suggestion up to this time of the ex 
istence of a “money trust" was the 
disclosure by the house investigating 
com m ittee of a concerted movement 
among 
the clearing 
houses of six 
cities to strengthen their 
hold on 
banking 
facilities. 
The 
disclosure 
cam e about through the Investigation 
of the P ittsburg clearing house asso­ 
ciation. when it was shown that this 
organization 
had 
co-operated 
with 
clearing houses in Cleveland, Colum­ 
bus, Cincinnati, Louisville and Indian­ 
apolis in carrying out tile movement, 
It developed th at the Pittsburg as­ 
sociation had not only adopted a rule 
regarding the business affairs of mem­ 
bers and non-members in Pittsburg, 
but also had co-operated with clear­ 
ing houses in five other cities to en­ 
force the same rules on the ban kb in 
those industrial centers. 
These 'ules 
included 
a 
uniform commission on 
out-of-town drafts and collections and 
also the power to fix the rate of in­ 
terest to be paid by the m em ber and 
n o n m e m b e r 
banks 
that 
cleared 
through the institutions having direct 
affiliations with the clearing house. 
The intimation plainly conveyed by 
questions asked by the com m ittee’s 
counsel 
was 
that 
the 
co-operation 
am ong these six cities within a some­ 
w hat limited area was for the purpose 
of strengthening the hold of each in­ 
dividual clearing house on the bank­ 
ing facilities of each city by foreclos­ 
ing the possibility of custom ers in one 
city doing their banking business with 
institutions in a nearby city. The rule 
has not been enforced on the other 
five cities because they have been 
w aiting for P ittsburg to act. 
The 
application of the Pittsburg 
clearing house association of the new 
rule has been held up by a su it in 
equity began by the Mellon National 
bank, the F a rm e rs’ Deposit National 
bank and the Lincoln National bank, 
all m em bers of the clearing house as­ 
sociation, to restrain the association 
from enforcing the rule. 
P arties to 
this suit have contended th at their re­ 
fusal to obey the rule would result in 
th e ir 
expulsion 
from 
the 
clearing 
bouse association and in great dam ­ 
age to their business. 
T he com m ittee today began its in­ 
vestigation of the New York and other 
stock exchanges. 
Officers and mem­ 
bers of the board of governors of the 
New York exchange have been sub- 
penaed. 
The 
com m ittee 
Indicated 
pretty 
clearly th at it will recommend the in­ 
corporation of clearing house associa­ 
tions and probably governm ent regu­ 
lation of these institutions.

HOLOSTREATYRIGHTS VIOLATED 


Suggests In a Formal Demand Upon

States That Objections to the Act 
Be Removed or the Controversy Be 
Submitted to Arbitration — L atter 
Not Favored by the Administration. 


Washington, Dec. IO.— Formal de­ 
m and upon the governm ent of 
the 
United States either to repeal the aet 
of congress 
granting 
free 
passage 
through the Panam a canal to Amerl- 
<an ships engaged in coastwise trade 
oi the submission of the controversy 
to arbitration, was 
made by 
Jam es 
Bryce, am bassador of Great Britain. 
ii. a lengthy statem en t presented to 
Secretary of State Knox. 
The 
statem ent, which 
bears 
the 
fi’gnature of Sir Edward Grey, British 
m inister of foreign affairs, is an am­ 
plification of the original note of pro­ 
test presented by A. Mitchell Innes 
British charge d’affaires, on 
July 8 
last. 
It endeavors 
to establish 
by 
argum ent the soundness of the British 
contention th at the legislation favor­ 
ing American ships is in violation of 
the treaty rights of Great Britain with 
regard to the Panam a canal. 
In regard to arbitration, it is stated 
that 
the 
British 
governm ent 
has 
taken 
cognizance of the fact that 
many persons of note in the United 
States, whose opinions are entitled to 
g reat weight, hold 
that the act of 
congress in question does not infringe 
the treaty obligations of the United 
S tates and therefore it 
is declared 
the British governm ent is perfectly 
willing to submit the question to a r­ 
bitration if the United States prefers. 
This 
significant sentence is added, 
however: "A reference to arbitration 
would be rendered unnecessary if the 
governm ent 
of 
the 
United 
States 
should be prepared to take such steps 
as would remove the objections to the 
act which his m ajesty’s governm ent 
have stated." 
It has been generally assumed thai 
the United States would refuse to ar 
bitrate this question with Great Brit­ 
ain, although neither President Taft 
f o r Secretary Knox has 
ho stated. 
The note concludes with the state­ 
ment that Great Britain appreciates 
the emotion with which the opening 
of the canal is looked forward to by 
citizens of the United States and that 
P is only with the g reatest reluctance 
th at it has felt compelled 
to raise 
these objections to the act of con­ 
gress regarding tolls. 
^t is expected th at the next step 
will be the presentation of the case 
of the United States in a note from 
Secretary Knox to Am bassador Bryce.

Olio of I In* most impoi I {int mm minion In to f in* con*! ii ut ion 
adopted by tho voters hist September is that one which permits 
the slate* legislature to enact a law permitting each household 
cr to hold exempt personal property to tin* value of five huh 
fired dollars. 
The present exemption from taxation limit is two hundred 
dollars and under the c loak of that limitation a vast amount of 
personal property escapes taxation. 
Should 11 ie next legislature take advantage of the recently 
adopted constitutional amendment ami eriaet a law providing 
for an exemption of live hundred dollars instead of two hun­ 
dred dollars* it is estimates! by experts that something like 
forty millions of dollars would he stricken off the duplicate* 
Men handy with pencil ami statistical figures say that there is 
now that sum returned in personalty by taxpayers who do not 
reach the five hundred dollar mark in total of personal prop 
erty returned. 
lf these figures are correct the efleets of fids amendment 
are staggering. 


The aim on the part of the people for years has been to de­ 
vise* some means which would bring the* personal property on 
to the duplicate ami relieve tin* burden on land. 
No man who conside rs the matter seriously has had any 
hesitancy in asserting that personal property, (‘specially that 
of the intangible class- money, stocks, bonds and such —has 
not borne itH just proportion of the burdens of taxation. 
In view of this it docs seem*strange to the people of the 
agricultural communities especially that ii drive should now 
be made to still further relieve personal property and increase 
the burdens on the farm ami home owner for that is what 
must follow, livery cent of tin* tax which is taken off of per­ 
sonalty must Is* borne by the real estate. 
I hen* is really no more reason lot* exempting five hun­ 
dred dollars in personal property from taxation than there is 
in exempting five hundred dollars of real estate from taxation. 
The proposal does not look good to land and home owners 
at this time. 
TJic possibilities for unjust results, carrying nill, them an 
increased burden on real estate, are too glaring.
